If into each life a little rain must 
fall, perhaps every city council must 
sometimes catch a little flak. 

In any event, Yorba Linda City 
Council flew into a barrage Tuesday 
night last week. 

Principal bone of contention was 
the decision, made by the council at 
a special meeting the week before, 
to apply for a federal grant of $1 
million to $1.5 million to finance a 
new city hall. 

Although the grant, if obtained, 
would fully pay for refurbishing the 
building and grounds in question-- 
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the Kountry Market shopping 
complex on Imperial Highway at 
Lemon--the city would incur a 
preliminary expense of $5,000- 
$10,000 in architect’s fees for 
preparing plans for the develop- 
ment, according to City Engineer 
Roy Stephenson. 

If the grant were refused, this 
money would be lost. 

Furthermore, the city itself would 
have to pay for actual purchase of 
the property, although payments 
would be stretched out over a 
number of years through a 
lease-purchase agreement and 
might be able to be recouped

through leasing of unused portions 
of the 20,000-square-foot building, 
City Manager Arthur Simonian said. 

Negotiations with the present 
owner, Simonian admitted, how- 
ever, have not yet progressed to the 
point of discussing a purchase price. 

Although the grant, if obtained, 
would be completely free, without 
the city’s having to put up any 
matching funds, Engineer Stephen- 
son estimated Yorba Linda’s chance 
of getiing money for the project at 
‘10 per cent or less.’’ 

Among possible problems cited 
were the fact that the program under 
which the funds will be made 


available, the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1976, is meant to 
aid areas with high unemployment. 
While Yorba Linda does not so 
qualify, Orange County as a whole 
may. 

Also, the act assumes that 
qualifying projects will be those 
already planned but stalled due to 
lack of money. Consequently, the act 
requires that the grantee be in 
‘“‘unencumbered”’ possession of any 
property involved. 

According to Stephenson, an 
official of the federal agency 
charged with administering the 
program, under questioning, offer-

City Receives $6,574 for Bike Paths 


The city of Yorba Linda will 
receive $6,574 to improve and 
extend their pedestrian and bike 
paths, the Southern California 


Grand National Hill Climb with two 
first place trophies. 

The five members of the JMI 
(James Mock, Inc.) team used seven 
bikes to grab off five trophies in the 
competition. 

The event was held at Everett, 
Pa., about 80 miles east of 
Pittsburgh. The hill the riders 
climbed was 300 feet high and had 
been toughened by cutting two wide 
paths across it. This forced the 
riders to jump the paths. 

The JMI team members had never 
ridden the hill before while 90% of 
the competitors had been doing so 
for a couple of years. The local team 
was the only representative from 
California. 


Craig took first place in the 370 cc 
class, riding a 360 Yamaha, with a 
time of 9.05 seconds. He posted this 
time about half-way through the 
competition and then ‘‘I had to 
sweat it out until everyone finished. 
It was nerve wracking,’’ Mock said. 

The second best time was 9.06. 
Craig credited his performance to 
the use of specially fabricated 
‘paddle’ tires. These had 12 
paddles rather than the normal 
knobs. 

In the Open Support class Mock 
won first place with a time of 9:03.1. 
As a team the JMI group won third 
in the 500 ce class, fourth in the 250 
ce class and seventh in the open 
class. 

There were approximately 300 
riders in the event, divided into 
about 25 in each class. 

Craig expressed appreciation for 
his sponsorship by Fairway Yamaha 
of Placentia. He said the next big 
event, sponsored by JMI, will be a 
Southern California Hill Climb. 
There will be $8,000 to $10,000 in 
prize money. No date or site has 
been selected as yet. 


Association of Governments (SCAG) 
announced last week. 

The allocation will come through

ed the opinion that a lease-purchase 
agreement would ‘‘probably’’ quali- 
fy. 

Competition for the $250 million 
to be allocated to California under 
the program is expected to be 
intense, Stephenson noted. The 
administering agency expects to 
receive some 400 applications per 
day, he said, of which 50-75 per cent 
will be rejected out of hand, for 
technical reasons. 

The need for haste has 
contributed to the complexity of the 
issue, since the act is a short-term 
program intended to produce 
immediate or near-immediate re- 
sults. If the city applies for the grant, 
Stephenson said, architectural work 
should begin at once. 

Consequently, initial approval for 
the effort was granted at a hastily 
called city council meeting two 
weeks ago which could not be 
adquately publicized. Due to lack of 
opportunity for citizen input,

therefore, the council then delayed 
further action pending a hearing of 
public opinion at its regular meeting 
Sept. 7. 

They got it. 

Led by former councilman Rudy 
Castro, the large, generally irate 
audience voiced strenuous objection 
to the council’s action. 

“You have made a_ foolish 
decision,’’ Castro told his former 
collegues. ‘‘It’s dishonest, immoral, 
and indecent to apply for money 
inteded to go elsewhere. 

‘*You have made a gross error.”’ 

Castro questioned the honesty of 
the city’s using county unemploy- 
ment figures, a move defended by 
city staff as permissible under the 
act. Castro challenged this reason- 
ing, saying, ‘‘I doubt that you have 
read the act cover-to-cover, or you 
would see that you have less than a 
10 per cent chance.”’ 

Castro further attacked the 
council’s decision to establish a city

Party.’’ Irving’s slogan will be 
‘‘Laughter-Levity-Levin.’’ He will 
campaign as a “‘representative of 
the people battling taxation without 
representation. ’’ 

There will be no ‘smoke filled 
back room conferences”’ to settle on 
a running mate for Levin. ‘‘] am 
going to run an essay contest of 200 
words or less in which people can tell 
why they want to be Irving’s running 
mate,’’ the potential candidate 
revealed. 

He has a second contest in mind. 
‘‘This one will have people guessing 


the exact number of popular and 
electoral votes I will get.’’ Levin said 
the winner will win a VW Rabbit 
auto. 

Although he owns a Cadillac 
convertible, Irving is partial to 
VW’s. He is frequently seen in

Sir: 

Two weeks ago I was in favor of a 
city tax; but since the city council 
voted 4-1 to gamble approximately 
$7500 on a 10 per cent chance of 
getting federal funds, I’ve changed 
my mind. If this is the way they 
spend Yorba Linda’s money now, 
what would they do if we had a city 
tax? 

Another interesting point: on the 
council agenda for Sept. 20, a 
subject for consideration is a 
per-diem salary for out-of-county 
business. Councilmen already re- 
ceive $150 a month. Council 
members in Placentia receive only 
$25 a month, plus expenses (the 
mayor gets $50 a month)--subject to 
approval. 


Any salary increase must be 
submitted to the voters (I checked 
this information with the Placentia 
City Clerk’s office). 


I think our councilmen are 
sufficiently reimbursed for their 
time. And I repeat--what would they 
do with our money if Yorba Linda 
had a city tax?

police department at some future 
date, which body, when formed, 
could be expected to share a new city 
hall. 

‘| don’t want to have a police 
department in our city,’’ he said, 
charging that a _ city police 
department would tend to grow 
beyond the needs of the city. 

Onetime city council candidate 
Jim Matych accused the council of 
“irresponsible government,” 
should it purchase a new city hall 
‘five times larger than what we 
need.”’ 

Resident Barry Schaeffer said that 
the large building, once bought, 
could prove a ‘‘white elephant’’ 
which would prevent the city from 
having the sort of city hall it should 
have. David Fried agreed, declaring 
that the purchase would commit the 
city to a definite style and pattern of 
growth. 

Other speakers elaimed that 
having an over-sized facility would 
cause city staff to grow to fill it, while 
still others cited loss of revenue to 
the city resulting from loss of the 
businesses presently occupying the 
structure. 

City Manager Simonian defended 
the proposal, saying that ‘‘the 
community is not disposed to 
construct a monument to itself, a Taj 
Mahal sort of thing.’’ The building, 
he noted, would provide city 
government with a permanent, 
adequate home--something it does 
not now enjoy. 

Resident Dave Baker lent support 
to obtaining a larger city hall, and 
sooner rather than later, claiming 
that ‘10 years from now anything 
will cost twice what it does now.”’ 

Jim Bevans pointed out that ‘‘by 
acting swiftly, we stand a chance of 
saving $1 million or more.’’ (Future 
construction of a new city hall, 
Simonian claimed, might cost the 
city as much as the amount of the 
possible grant.) 

Al Aragon agreed with Bevans, 
adding, ‘‘I don’t think (the request 
for a grant) is immoral or 
dishonest.’’ And former city council 
candidate Joe DeStefano, speaking 
for the Rolling View Homeowners’ 
Association, lent that organization’s 
support to the proposal. 

And, in the end, the council 
members stuck by their respective 


Calling the act an ‘‘aberration,”’ 
Councilman Irwin Fried neverthe- 
less endorsed the petition. ‘‘It’s a 
lousy bet, a terrible bet,’’ he said, 
‘‘and I’ve been threatened with 
recall because I voted for it; but I’m 
willing to take the risk. 

‘It would provide a city hall which 
would have no tax impact on the 

Councilman Dale Chaput, who 
had cast the lone no vote against the 
proposal at the earlier meeting, 
echoed concerns expressed by 
opponents on the floor, citing loss of 
commercial property, maintenance 


costs which would be incurred, 
possible growth of city staff, and the 
danger of setting a pattern. 

‘‘I think it’s a bad idea,”’ he said. 
‘I think it’s poorly conceived.”’ 

Councilman Anton ‘‘Doug’”’ 
Groot, observing that the proposal 
‘thas its good points and its bad 
points,’’ contended nevertheless 
that ‘‘I think the good outweigh the 
bad. 

‘If we pass this up, we will be 
sorry later. | think it’s worth the 
gamble.”’ 

‘‘l think the thing would pay for 
itself,"’ said Councilman Whit 
Cromwell. ‘‘It would be a good 
business venture.”’ 

Answering fears over growth of 
city staff, Cromwell pointed out that 
Yorba Linda has the second lowest 
ratio of city staff members to 
population of any city in the county 
(beaten only by Villa Park, added 
Mayor Henry Wedaa). 

Referring to the $6,600 that the 
city pays per year to rent the present 
city hall, Cromwell stated, ‘‘We’re 
spending money (on our city hall) 
now--and will continue to do so, 
whatever happens. 

‘‘We're going to need a new city 
hall eventually, so why not spend 
$5,000 now on a chance? I’m willing 
to take the gamble.”’ 

A week before, MaydWedaa had 
first joined Chaput in opposing the 
project, but later cast his vote with 
the majority to improve the city’s 
chances of getting the grant. His 
feelings had not changed. 

‘The Public Works Employment 
Act of 1976 is an abomination,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It’s assinine. 

‘‘l oppose the issue because the 
odds are so unbelievable. We don’t 
have the change of a snowball in 
Hell. 

“But if we win, we'll only be 
getting some of our own money 
back; and there’s no question in my 
mind that we need a new city hall. 

‘*We’re rushing, yes-but that’s no 
problem. I just don’t feel it’s worth 
(the risk).’’ 

In reply to a question by Castro 
concerning the effect on the 
application of a referendum, City 
Counsel Leonard Hampel said that 
he wasn’t sure the question was 
subject to referendum action. 

A member of the audience then 
proposed that members of the 
community write the federal 
government expressing their feel- 
ings over the grant petition; 
whereupon Councilman Groot asked 
that anyone so doing send a copy of 
his or her letter to City Hall. 

In addition to the controversial 
city-hall proposal, Simonian indicat- 
ed that the city will also be making 
application under the act for funds to 
pay for beautification of Main Street 
and development of the Palm 
Avenue park site. 

These applications would entail] 
no cost to the city, he said, as they 
involve projects already past the 
planning stage.

Buses to Run 


Every Half Hour 


The Orange County Transit 
District bus will run a little oftener in 
Yorba Linda. 

Starting Monday, the OCTD has 
announced that Route 69 which 
serves Yorba Linda, Fullerton, 
Placentia, Anaheim, Orange and 
Santa Ana will be provided half hour 
service Monday through Saturday. 

The intent of the increase the bus 
district says is to improve access to 
the Orange County Civic Center, 
Chapman College, Mall of Orange, 
Cal State University at Fullerton and 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal. 

Three additional vehicles will be 
put on the route. 

‘Increased ridership on the route 
also has prompted the district to add 
another bus to the line while 
maintaining the existing schedule 
‘Monday through Saturday,’’ the 
district explained. 

The number of buses on the entire 
countywide system is _ being 
increased by 40 per cent in the new 
revamping program. 


PUSD Buses Ready to Roll 


Almost 4,000 students are 
expected to be bused daily to 
Placentia district schools, according 
to Bonnie Lebet, transportation 
secretary. 

Ten 16-passenger buses will 
transport students to special 
education classes throughout the 
district. In addition, 22 large--79 and 
91 passenger buses--will service 
students in Placentia schools. 

Bus schedules for the Placentia 
Unified School District have been 
printed and are available at all of the 
district’s schools. 

Most of the schedules remain 
about the same as last year, 
explained Carl Spencer, acting 
director of operations and transport- 
ation. The only major change is the 
busing of new students in the east La 
Palma Avenue area of Anaheim, 
where district schools are over- 
crowded, to schools in the western 
part of the district with available 
space. 

‘‘Bus schedules are figured as 
accurately as possible, but the first 
two weeks are always periods of 
adjustment,’’ Spencer warned. ‘“‘It 
takes time to teach children proper 
loading procedures and safety rules 
and to determine how many children 
to expect at each stop.’’ 

While drivers will make every 
effort to keep to the schedule, they 
ask children and parents to be 


flexible for the first few days, 
Spencer said. 
Students who live beyond 


designated walking distances to 
their schools are eligible for busing, 
he added. Distances are a mile for 


1% miles for fourth through sixth 
grades, 12 miles for seventh and 
eighth grades and 2'2 miles for 
ninth through twelfth grades.
